Draft Amendment 

For rules 7, 9 and 10 of the satd Rules the following rules shall be substituted, 
respectively, namely: — 

l, 7. A candidate selected for appointment to the Service by direct recruitment 
shall, from the date on which he reports for training as a Cantonment Executive 
Officer in Class 1 (Grade III or in Class II, be required to be on probation for a 
period which shall not ordinarily exceed 2 years. During this period he shall be 
requited to undergo such course of training in Cantonment and Land Administration 
as may be prescribed by Government for a period of not less than six months, 

9(a) If. in the opinion of Government, the work or conduct of an officer on 
probation is unsatisfactory or shows that he is unlikely to become efficient. Govern- 
ment may discharge him after apprising him of the grounds on which it is proposed 
to do so and after giving him an opportunity to show cause In writing before such 
order is passed. 

(bl If at the conclusion of the period of probation an officer has not passed the 
departmental examination mentioned in clause (i) of rule 8, Government may, 
in its discretion, either discharge him Irom service or, if the circumstances of the 
case so warrant, extend the period of probation for such period not exceeding one 
year as Government may consider fit, 

(c) On the conclusion of the period of probation Government may confirm the 
officer in his appointment, or, if his work or conduct has in the opinion of Govern- 
ment been unsatisfactory. Government may cither discharge him after apprising him 
of the grounds on which it is proposed to do so and after giving him an opportunity 
to show cause in writing before such order is passed, or extend the period of 
probation for such further periods as Government may consider lit. 
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10. If no action is taken by Government under rule 9 the period after the 
prescribed period of probation shall be treated as an engagement from month to 
month, terminable on either side on the expiration of one calendar month’s notice 
in writing, provided that the officer shall have no claim to confirmation.”

S.R.O, 187. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (XXXI of 1948), the Central Government hereby directs 
that the following further amendments shall be made in the National Cadet Corps 
Rules 1948, namely: —

1. In rule 21 after sub-rule (5) the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(6) The Government of India may grant to any person without pre-commission 

training, commission as an officer— 

(a) in the Senior Division if he has rendered commissioned service in the 

Armed Forces, U.O.T.C./I.T.F. or National Cadet Corps (Senior 
Division) or has passed Certificate ‘C’ examination of the National Cadet 
Corps; 

(b) in the Junior Division if he has rendeied service as an officer not below 

the rank of a Junior Commissioned Officer or a Viceroy's Commissioned 
Officer in the Army or a Chief Petty Officer in the Navy or a Warrant 
Officer m the Air Force or a Commissioned Officer in the National Cadet 
Corps or has passed Certificate 'B' or ‘C examination of the National 
Cadot Corps.” 

2. In rule 26 — 

(i) in sub-rule (3) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely: — 

"provided that periods of service rendered by an officer of the Senior Division 
as a Commissioned Officer in the Armed Forces, U.O.T.C./I.T.F., or 
National Cadet Corps (Senior Division) shall count towards his seniority 
and promotion,” 

(il) in sub-rule (4) for the words "Provided that” the follnwipg shall be substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

“Provided that periods of service rendered by an officer of the Junior Division 
as an officer not below the rank of a Junior Commissioned Officer or 
a Viceroy’s Commissioned Officer in the Army or a Chief Petty Officer 
In the Navy or a Warrant Officer in the Air Force or a Commissioned 
Officer in the National Cadet Corps shall count towards his seniority 
and promotion; 

provided further that” 

3. In clause (e) of sub-rule (2) of rule 42 the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely: — 1 

“Provided that If the Vice-Chancellor is unable to attend any meeting of the 
Advisory Committee, he may depute the Pro Vice-Chancellor or Deputy 
Vice-Chancellor or where there Is no Pro Vice-Chancellor or Deputy 
Vice-Chancellor, any officer of the University not below ihe rank of the 
Registrar to attend such meeting on his behalf.” 

4. In Schedule III after sub-paragraph (d) of paragraph 2 the following sub- 
paragraph shall be added, namely — 

“(e) Officers appointed to Medical Units of the National Cadet Corps shall 
be granted rank of Lieutenant direct on their first commissions, with 
three years' seniority for purposes of promotion.”
